KIPLING STORY WRITTEN WHEN 
HE WAS 19 STILL UNPRINTED 


Woman Writer to Whom It Was 
Sent Failed to “Em- 
broider”’ It.

NEW YORK, March 10.—An un- 
published manuscript of a short 
story, written by Rudyard Kipline 
40 years ago and sent by him to 2 
woman writer with a request that 
she rewrite it ghd get it published, 
was brought to this country from 
England last week py Gabriel 
Wells.

Johns Hopkins to Receive $2,000,- 
000 for Dispensary and Clinic— 
$1,000,000 to Law Institate.

NEW YORK, March 10.—Tie 


Carnegie Corporatéon of New York 
made cash payments of $5,420,000 
to beneficiaries during the last year 
and made new  appropriaticns 
amounting to $6,415,000, of which 
two-thirds went to medical and 
legal projects, it is stated in the 
annual] report made public. 

The medical school of Johns 
Hopkins University will receive $2.- 
000,0000 for the building and en- 
dowment of a dispensary and clinic 
offering mode] facilities for diag- 
nosis and treatment at mo.ierate 
costs. 

The New York Academy of Med- 
icine was voted $1,000,000 fo- a 
new Tfuilding. The endowmeni of 
this enterprise in about the same 
amount by the Rockefelle> Fotun- 
dation, as already announced, in- 
suree for it a promising fvture.
